The statements and necessary figures 
were produced by the secretary at the 
request of the Reeve, showing how 
the school rates were arrived at for 
each and every school, and the de¬ 
putation departed after thanking the 
Council for the information. 

After reading- a letter from mI. H. 
P. May, Secretary was advised that 
the surplus was to b e held re-William 
Sale until a right of ownership was 
properly established. 


In the absence of Dr. Folkins Mr. 
Foxwell presided. 

Mr. Foxwell read the report of the 
Trustees; and Secretary read the 
Auditor’s, Sec-. Treas’s, Teachers’ 
and Inspector’s Reports. Moved Mr. 
Mr. McCluskey, sec. Mrs. Saul, that 
the reports be accepted as read. Car¬ 
ried/. 

After a general discussion on school 
matters, Mr. Foxwell declared the 
meeting open for nominations of 
trustee to fill the position vacant on 
the expiry of his term as Trustee. 

Dr. Folkins then arriving Mr. 
Foxwell turned over the duties of 
Chairman to him.

The dominion government has also, 
under the authority of an imperial 
statute, conferred on the exchequer 
court the powers of an admiralty 
court to hear and determine all civil 
questions relating to contracts or 
claims in respect of necessities and 
wages, and other matters arising out 
commerce, in Canadian waters, tid¬ 
al and non-tidal. 

The governor-general may appoint 
a judge of a superior court, or of a 
county court, or any barrister of not 
less than seven years standing, to be 
a “local judge in admiralty” of the 
exchequer court in such districts as 
may be necessary for the purposes of 
the act. 

The provinces, Quebec, Nova Sco¬ 
tia, New Brunswick, Prince Edward 
Island and British Columbia each 
constitute a district.' The Yukon 
Territory is also a district .and has 
its registry at Dawson City. The 
district for Ontario is called the Tor¬ 
onto admiralty district.

THE DOMINION GOVERNMENT 


REVENUE AND EJPENDITURE 
DUTIES OF CUSTOMS EXCISE 


I have now given my readersl a 
i summary of the principal duties of 
the executive, legislative and judicial 
departments of the Canadian govern¬ 
ment. , 

The question will now occur to 
every one who has followed me so 
far. How does this government meet 
its expenses? The answer is, by a, 
system of taxation, direct and indi¬ 
rect . 

The principal part of the revenue 
is derived from the customs and is 
not ‘direct’ taxation—that is to say, 
it is not a certain amount taxed, as 
in cities and other municipal divis¬ 
ions, on everyone’s property, income 
or business and collected directly 
from the people chargedw. It is ‘in¬ 
direct’ taxation—that is to say, im¬ 
posed on the goods brought into the 
country by merchants and traders, 
charges to th e price of the goods so 
that the tax is paid indirectly by 
those who purchase the goods. 

These taxes are called “customs 
duties,’’ from an old Norman-French 
word ‘constume,’ meaning a ‘custom- 
which has come to be generally ap¬ 
plied to any duty on foreign goods. 

Competition among merchants 
tends to keep ^ p rices to the lowest 
point -compatible witTT the profit 
which every merchant must make. 
Customs dutiete may be either ‘ad 
i valorem’ or ‘specific’; the first mean- 
1 in°- the levying- of a certain percent¬ 
age of duty on the- marketable value 
(ad valorem) of the goods at the or¬ 
iginal place of shipment as sworn to 
by the owner or importer, and ver¬ 
sified by the customs appraisers or 
valuators; “specific” meaning a. de¬ 
finite or fixed dut^P collected on goods 
of a particular kind, or upon a spe¬ 
cified quantity of a commodity, en¬ 
tered at the customs-house. 

In addition to the duties imposed 
on goods brought or imported from 
other countries, like spirits, tobacco, 
woollens, cottons, silks,, hardware 
furniture, pianos and the countless 
articles purchased by the peopie 
which makes up the great proportion 
of dominion taxation, there is a large 
sum collected directly from persons 
engaged in the manufacture of beer, 
whiskey, tobacco and cigars, known 
as “excise duties”—the word excise 
coming from an old French word 
meaning an assessment or tax. 

For twelve months to 31st March 
1916, the duties ollected on imports 
used in the country were $98,649,- 
409.48 altogether; the amount of ex¬ 
cise duties was 22^438,491.58; other 
revenues, from the sale of public 
lands, and other works, post office 
and other sources, amounted to $51,

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dian divisions was increased to four 
and the number voluntarily enlisting 
so diminished, that it did not seem 
probable that th©' last 100,000 of the 
half-million men required would be 
obtained. The government thereupon 
introduced into parliament a bill to 
authorize the raising of one hun- 
dren thousand men by conscription, 
which; in spite of very strong oppos¬ 
ition, became law. 

Under this law, male British sub¬ 
jects resident in Canada, were divid¬ 
ed into six classes according to age, 
whether married or not, and whether 
widowers with children. Class one, 
for instance, consisting of those un- 
maried, married or widowers with¬ 
out children, not less than twenty 
years of age and not born before 1883 
These classes were calledout as re¬ 
quired. 

As each class is called out, all 
those coming within its limits must 
report, but any one may claim ex¬ 
emption for ill health or infirmity, 
because he is of more value pursu¬ 
ing his present occupation, that seri¬ 
ous hardship would ensue, because 
of the man’s financial, business or 
domestic obligations, or because it is 
in the public interest, that his train¬ 
ing or education should not be in¬ 
terrupted. 

Certain persons, the clergy and 
persons who came into Canada with 
a. promise of exemption from mili¬ 
tary service, such as the Mennon- 
ites, for instances, are specially ex¬ 
empted from the operation of the law 
Special tribunals are provided for 
dealing with applications for exemp¬ 
tion. 


HOW CANADA 

IS GOVERNED 


places under the control of the do¬ 
minion government the military and 
naval forces and the defence of Can¬ 
ada. The command-in-chief of the 
land and naval forces of Canada, 
however, continues to be vested in 
the king. 

A department of the dominion gov¬ 
ernment, called the department of 
militia and defence has the control 
and the management of the militia. 

English trops have been removed 
from all places in Canada. 

On the Atlantic coast, Halifax is a 
strongly fortified military post, and 
a naval station. On the Pacific coast 
Esquimault, on the island of Van¬ 
couver, is also strongly fortified, and 
a naval station. 

The withdrawal of English troops 
from Canada has necessarily thrown 
large responsibilities on the Canad¬ 
ian government for the protection 
of a confederation extending over so 
immense a territory between two 
oceans. . 

Canada has attempted to fill her 
obligations in this respect by the ex¬ 
penditure of a large sum of money 
for the drill, instruction and arming 
of a militia, drawn from' the great 
body of the people. In this way a 
spirit of self-reliance has been stim¬ 
ulated from one end of Canada to the 
other, and on more than one emer¬ 
gency, th© national forces have prov¬ 
ed their capacity to secure peace and 
order and to assist the empire; and 
the militia formed the basis and pro¬ 
vided the organization for raising the 
trops sent by Canada to the support 
of the empire in the present war. 

By the law of Canada the militia 
consists of all British subjects, male 
inhabitants of Canada of the age of 
eighteen years or upwards and un¬ 
der sixty, hot exempted or disquali¬ 
fied by law. All capable of bearing 
arms may be called on in case of a 
“levee en miasse.” 

The first class comprises those ag¬ 
ed eighteen or upwards and under 
thirty, being unmarried or widowers 
without children. 

The second class comprises those 
between the ages of thirty and forty- 
five, being unmarried or widowers 
without children. 

The third class comprises those be¬ 
tween eighteen and forty-five being 
married or widowers without child¬ 
ren. 

'The fourth class comprises tho^e 
between forty-five and sixty. 


cident to the collection and manage¬ 
ment of this fund, and all the ex¬ 
penses of government. 

While certain sums are authorized 
anually by the appropriation acts— 
which comprise the annual grants 
voted every session in supply—other 
payments are made under the sanc¬ 
tion of statutes. 

These statutes, which are made 
permament and can only be repeal¬ 
ed or amended by another act of par¬ 
liament, provide for the salaries of 
the governor-general, lieutenant-go¬ 
vernors, ministers of the crown, jud¬ 
ges, and other functionaries, whose 
compensation, it is agreed, should 
sot depend upon annual votes, though 
it is always competent for any mem¬ 
ber to introduce a bill to reduce such 
expenditure which would become law 
if the two houses agreed to pass it. 

The restrictions in connection with 
the payment of money out of the 
treasury and the thorough system of 
audit by the auditor-general, who 
can only be removed an an address 
of the senate and house of commons 
to the governor-general, and is there¬ 
fore independent, has the effect of 
preventing public expenditure that is 
not authorized by parliament. 

Money is borrowed in large 
amounts from time to time by the 
government, but only on the terms 
approved by parliament.

THE CURRENCY OF CANADA 


The treasury issues notes to the va¬ 
lue of $1, $2, $4, $50, $100, $500, 

$1000, and $5000, Such Dominion 
notes may be issued and outstanding 
at any time to any amount, and are 
legal tender, that is when they are 
tendered in payment of a debt they 
cannot be refused, but the Dominion 
government is required to hold as se¬ 
curity for the redemption of them up 
to and including $30,000,000, an am¬ 
ount equal to not less than 25 per 
cent of the amount of the note^s and 
securities of Canada, guaranteed by 
the government of the United King¬ 
dom. The amount in gold in no case 
to be less than 15 per cent. 

With regard to notes issued in ex¬ 
cess of $30,000,000. the government 
must hold an antihunt of gold equal to 
such excess. 

The banks of Canada may also is¬ 
sue notes—five dollrs being the value 
of the lowest—the payment of which 
is secured, as far as possible, by 
making th e payment of the notes a 
first charge on the assets of a bank, 
and by other provisions of a well de¬ 
vised banking act intended to guard 
the monetary interests of the pub¬ 
lic. 

The government alone has the po¬ 
wer to issue notes of $4, $2, $1. 

In 1891 parliament made provision 
for an Ottawa branch of the royal 
mint. This is now in operation, and 
all the. silver and copper coins put 
into circulation here, are “minted” 
in Canada

British sovereign, but distinguished 
from it by a small “c” on the reverse 
side. 

The gold eagle of the United States 
is legal tender for $10, and the Bri¬ 
tish sovereign for $4,86 2-3. 

The larger notes of $1000 and for 
$5000 issued by the government, are 
principally held by chartered banks 
as part of their cash reserve, and for 
purposes of settlement between the 
banks.
